HAT the big New York bonkers are getting ready to make 
another big cleanup on Cuban sugar and that the American 


people -will again have to pay the bill in holdup sugar prices is 
the conterftMm in the following article which appears in-Capper's 
Weekly: 


" Erery now and then we* read about some little tvro-by-four retailer 


being arrested for profiteering-, also a few jobbers, but the big- holdup 
game ROCS merrily on. 
' 
With the money supply short in this country, even for moving crops, 


•the banks loaned up to the limit- Credit strained and the Federal Re- 


• serve system restricting loans, American bankers are assisting several 


hundred Cuban planters and dealers in raw sifgar to squeeze the Ameri- 
can people for more profits for a million tons,of sugar they are holding' 
in Cuba for higher prices. These men have entered into an, agreement 
to hold the sugar until the price reaches 24 cents a pound for their raw. 
material. 
, 
~ 


Of course, this is a plain case of holdup. But these men live in Cuba 


and we can't prosecute them as profiteers, nor the American bankers-who 
are aiding and abetting them in this robbery of the American people. 


Just a short time ago raw sugar sold -in Cuba for less than 5 cents. 


It would still be selling at that price, says Mark Harris, member'of the 
Standard Stock Exchange, if New York bankers were not willing to lend 
the planters large sums on warehouse receipts, thereby supplying them 
with enough money to hold their sugar for higher prices. 


But why should we blame the Cuban planters, overmuch? For months 


they have been selling their sugar at a fair price to see American sugar 
profiteers grab hitherto undreamed of profits. 
-Even after the Cuban 


price rose the planters saw their sugar, which they had sold at 8, 9 and 
10 cents to sugar brokers in New York, Boston and other cities, resold 
in this country at 20, 22. and 25 cents. 


So, although the Cuban sugar growers were making handsome profits 


at 8 cents, they decided if sugar could be sold in America at such tre- 
mendous profits, that they who grew that sugar should get the larger 
share instead of the American profiteer middlemen. 
Consequently we 


hare the Cuban planters %all organized, pooling their sugar and borrow- 
ing money from American bankers to operate this "corner," and the 
American people must pay the bilL ' 
• 


Native Cubans are now said to be paying as much for sugar as we 


are, but they hrve this advantage over us, they have all onr sugar money 
with which to do it. 


In his financial review, Karris says this is the second time a group 


of New York bankers have been directly responsible for a holdup game 
by -w-hich the average American family was robbed of many dollars for 
the benefit of a few foreigners. Ten or_fifteen years ago, says Harris, 
the coffee planters of Brazil formed a pool, and obtaining a loan of 20 
or 30 million dollars from, New York bankers, they withheld coffee from 
the market nntil they received their price. 


The result was the. wholesale price of coffee advanced by jumps until 


every man and woman in America had paid tribute to this group of greedy f 
bankers in cahoots with the Brazilian coffee profiteers. 
Reports were 


current that thousands of bags of perfectly good coffee were destroyed to 
create an apparent shortage. "While I cannot vouch for the truth of this 
report" says Harris. "I do know that the price of coffee had advanced 
more than 400 per cent since this holdup game started." 


Profiteering is not a new thing. It has been coming on us for rears. 


It is a development brought about by human weakness—selfishness—and 
the .development of our big business concerns. 
It all makes what has 


come to be known as "profiteering" the • -greatest issue touching 
the 


American people. The time has come when an effective remedy must be 
found for it It must be a remedy that will go to the source of profiteer- 
ing, to its headquarters in Wall Street
